Summary of Damage:

e Eleven more counties added to
the list of Federal Disaster Areas
designated by the President, for a
total of 37 affected counties.

e According to USDA NASS,
nine percent of Indiana’s corn
crops and nine percent of Indiana’s
soybean crops were flooded.

e Minimal damage to Indiana
livestock reported.

e Columbus USDA Service Cen-
ter employees set up a temporary
duty station at North VVernon Ser-
vice Center. Details were pro-
vided in a local news release.
